Such is tlio inelegant phrase ' emploj 
od by tlio paid organ of tliO loca 
Government to designate the oourso of 
this jouruftl anent the railway question. 
Prosumiu'; the popular mean in;? of tho 
'slang expression to be understood, l ;l uh 
' see how far its present uso uud applioa 
tion can be juatitiadby tho storu logic of 
facts. Our readers and our files are our 
witncBsea tliiU, from first to last, wo Imvo 
taken tho position of firmly ineistiug upon 
the faithful fullilmeiit of tho railway obli- 
gations by Canuda; but novor to tho ex- 
tent of refusing fair couaidorntion to any 
now Torms that might bo properly sub- 
mitted. That is precisely our position 
now It is the position we shall continue 
to occupy. It is not for British Colum- 
bia to talk now Terms. She can only iii- 
Bi.stiipou tho fulliimont of tho existing 
contract. Yot, uoverlheloss, it may be 
both her interest and her duty to couaidor 
in a fair uud busiuosb-like spirit any rea- 
sonable proposal tliat may ho submitted. 
But how stands the matter with our con- 
temporary ? It is not necessary to travel 
far back over our files for on answer. On 
the first announcement of Mr. Macken- 
zie's determitialiun to seek relaxation of 
the Railway obligation, uur contempora- 
ry threw itself into his arms, as will be 
seen by such passages as the following:— 
"Wo are assured by tho Toronto Globe, 
tho organ in-chief of tho Mackenzie Gov- 
ernment, that overylhinar will bo done 
to meet tho reasonable expectations of 
British Colnmbiuus, and that tlicweitorn 
Beclion of the rai way will bo proceeded 
with as Boon as all tho necessary surveys 
have been made and a praclit-'able route 
finally deteraiined on and located. Such 
ftssurancos given by tho Olobe are just as 
good as if given by Mr. Mackenzie him- 
self, a>i<i --'''Oi'W 
once/or all." 

"There is not a member who goes to 
Ottawa from British Columbia who will 
not give the present Government a gen- 
erous support." 

"Jt is -very true that, in so 
far as the terms' of union required the 
Dominion Government to commence the 
actual construction of the railway at tho 
expiration of two years from tho date of 
union, they have not been fulfilled. But 
who is to blame for that? Certainly not 
the present Administration. They wore 
not parties to the making of the agree- 
ment, nor are they iu any way responsi- 
' lale for its non-fulfillment." 
' "We have no reason to doubt but that 
Mr. DoCosmos will, sooner or later, be 
called to take a seat in tiio present Cabin- 
et, as we believe it to bo tho intention of 
Mr. Mackenzie to establish the principle 
that every Province in tho Dominion 
shall have a'representativo in tho Execu- 
tive Conncili, and hence we look upon it n.< 
a foregone conclunlon that Mr. DeCosmoit 
iDillbe Jfr. Macliemie's choice /ram this 
Province." 

We might go on ad infinitum to give ex- 
tracts showing how thoroughly our cun- 
temoorary was satisfied with Mr. Macken- 
aie and his new railway policy; but the 
'aboTB will sulBce for the present. How is 
■ tho sudden change in its attitude to both 
to be accounted for? Is it that it has dis- 
• covered that Mr. DeCosmos is not to be 
taken into tho Cabinet ? Oris it because 
its local masters have discovered that to 
entertain now Terms involves ii general 
election, and "that a general election 
means the loss of their portfolios ? That 
ths second' consideration has had its 
influence in bringing about this grand 
"fiop" is obvious from the attitude of 
Ministers themselves. Take tho Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works, for 
instance. It will bo remembered how 
lavish in praise of Mr. Mackenzio he was 
during the last session, both in the House 
and out of it. Now nothing is too bud 
to say of him. The other evening in the 
very hall whore, List .lanuary. ho heaped 
the most fulsome piaiao on tho head^ of 
the new Premier, ho could hardly find 
language bitter enough in wliioh to 
characterize him. There can be but one 
explanation to all this. Ministers are 
alarmed, not for the country, but for 
their portfolios. To tho public we would 
say, iu conclusion,— Pioaorve your rea- 
son in patience; Bo not irightoned by de- 
signing men; Commit yourselves to no- 
thing until Mr. Mackenzie's proposal 
shall have been placed before you iu of- 
ficial and autbentio form, and then deal 
with it upon its own merits, like rational 
men. ^

The principal politicul news is that tho 
Govornmont, with a view of [juoifying tlie 
war party, are about to dispaLcli an expe- 
dition against soiiio of tho aboriginal 
tribes in Formosa. 

Yeto, the leader of tho Saga insurrec- 
tion, after vainly seeking refuge iu Balsu- 
ma, is now a fugitive in the islands of the 
Inland Sea. 

Some comment has been excited among 
Jananeso oflieials by the circumstance 
that, in t'ue jniblioation by Yokohama 
newspapers of the .Mikiido's roply to tho 
memorable Now Y'oar's iuldrcsbof the for- 
eign representatives, a significant exljres- 
siau towards the close has been altered or 
8npi)ressed.

Brassey, M. P., author of ]Forkand We^es, 
and son of a great railroad contractor in 
England, is one of the Anglo-French 
Committee of Engineers who havo been 
considering for some time tho ways and 
means of coiistructing a tunnel under tho 
Straits of Dover, between England and 
Prance. The Committeo have located the 
propose 1 work so that tho tiiunol, if oon- 
ntructed. will run from South Foreland, 
five miles east of Dover, to Ciipn (Iris 
Noz, four miles west of Cuius, a dist:uiro 
of twonty-one miles. No immedinte inlot 
for air will be built, as onco Huggostod, 
but ventilation will bo securod by the or- 
dinary arrangements for making drafts 
in coal mines. The estimated costs of 
the work is SiO,000,000, and tho proba- 
ble rovcnuo to be derived is calculiitcd at 
S-i,OOO.OOUa year. A])plicatioii Iuh al-

Dominion Mail Snmmary. 

Ottawa, April 21. 

The deputation, from Quebec, in re- 
gard to the construction of s Graving 
Dock at that port, had an interview with 
tho Premier yesterday. J. G. Rosa, Esq., 
1'. H. Grant, Esq., and Mr. Ledroit were 
of tho number. The work desired would 
cost about ?150,Ono, of which the Imper- 
ial Government, it is cxpecli;;! , wonhU'ur- 
nish one-third, tlie Harbour Comnii.ssion- 
urs being prepared to provide anoth'-'r, in 
tho hoi)e of the Canadian t 'lovoriimoiit 
making up the remaining third. i\Ir. Mac 
kenzio said he was notprepared at present 
to make any promises, but the project 
should receive oonsideration. The Gov- 
ernment, it was stated, iiiiglit lend tho 
money wanted on the condition of receiv- 
ing a reasonable interest. But tho ad- 
vantage asked in tiiis ease might load to 
demands of a similar kind from other 
plnees, which the public exchequer was 
not in a condition to meet. 

A deputation waited upon tho Premier 
on Wednesday to urgo the early const ruc- 
tion of tho railway from I'ciuliina to Win- 
nipeg. Tho great cost of tho conveyance 
of goods between those points was im- 
pressed upon the Premier, who rooogniz- 
ed the hardship thereby suiTered by the 
people of Manitoba. Mr. Mackenzie re- 
plied that it would bo nseloss to eoin- 
lucnco this work before its Ainericuu cou- 
iieotion was made, or till the present 
Northern Pacific or St. Pnnl and Pacific 
was extended to the Frontier. As soon as 
this was done, the Guvornraent would be 
prepared to take steps for the oommenoa- 
mont of the desired work. There is a 
prospect of European and American cap- 
italists making the extension hoped' for 
within a short period. 

A return of the appointnionts made by 
the late Government, from tho 1st Janu- 
ary 1873, to the 6lh November of tho same 
year, was laid on the table of tiie House 
"to day. Tho interest chiefly centres in 
those appointments wliich wore made in 
those days iiiimodialely preceding the 
fall of tiie Ministry. The apiiointments 
and promotions from tlie 2l!u(1 of Octo- 
ber to the Gth of November, inclusive, 
were no loss than 150, and included nom- 
inations to everjr dasorjptioQ of post in 
the public service. The appointments of 
the Lieut. -Governor! are dated on the 
21st October. Tiio new Goveruinont 
upon entering office appear to have can- 
celled 70 of these, including nearly all 
made on and after tho 27th of Octo- 
ber, a. period subsequent to the formal 
motion of non-oo'nfidenoo.

State Umbrella of the King of Ashantoe 
shall bo exhibited in the South Kensing- 
ton Museum.
